Claims 1 and 3 - 53 were appealed before the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences (BPAI). Claim 2 was canceled. Independent claims are 1, 38, 39 and 52. 

BPAI reversed the Examiner's rejections of claims 1 and 3 - 53 rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103. Thus, allowable claims are claims 1 and 3 - 53.
